This  year  has  proved  to  be  a  good  year  for  the  Students'  Council  -  a  Council  built  on  strong  found- 
ations set  down  by  previous  Councils.  At  one  time  it  was  possible  to  satisfy  a  large  majority  of  the 
student  body  with  good  social  events.  However,   the  student's  outlook  has  been  changing  and  with  it 
the  role  of  the  Students'  Council.  The  organizations  of  the  Council  went  through  a  change  this  year 
to  delegate  responsibilities  of  social  activities  to  the  Social  Activity  Committee.  While  still  provid- 
ing good  activities,  the  council  has  had  more  time  to  provide  a  strong  voice  in  decisions  that  directly 
affect  students  such  as  the  Council's  involvement  with  the  School  Advisory  Committee,  teacher  eval- 
uations and  others. 

The  Council's  concerns  have  moved  outside  the  school  to  work  closely  with  the  London  Intra  City 
Students'  Council  to  reflect  student  concerns  and  opinions  to  the  London  Board  of  Education.  This  year 
the  I.C.S.C.  took  a  genuine  interest  in  student  rights  and  presented  a  Bill  of  Rights  for  London  stu- 
dents to  the  London  Board  of  Education.  Also  the  first  city  wide  student  newspaper  was  produced  by 
the  I.C.S.C.    and  will  continue  to  grow  next  year. 

It  is  my  hope  in  the  future  that  the  role  of  the  Students'  Council,  with  the  support  of  the  student 
body,   will  continue  to  grow  both  in  social  and  political  activities,   in  the  community  and  in  the 
school . 

I  am  very  grateful  to  the  students  of  South  for  giving  me  the  opportunity  of  representing  them  as 
President  of  the  Students'  Council.  I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Capes,  Mr.  Ryan,  members  of  the  staff, 
and  my  fellow  Council  members  for  all  the  help  they  gave  me.
